ſought the Judges to Intercede with their Mz- 
xſties for them, and that chey would ſpeng 
the Remainder of their Lives in his Majeſtic 
faithful Service, wherever he ſhould pleaſe to 
Command them. That it was great Mortih- 
cation to them to be ſo unfortunate as to fall 
uader theſe Crimes, and the disfavour of the 
King, whom ſome of them had long ſeryeg 
in Holland, &c. | 

Mr. Gawne ( being a Rewanift ) ſaid, He 
would ſerve his Majeſty whereyer he ſhould 
Command him, and as far in any thing as 
he was Capable, and wherein he could not 
do as others, to affure his Fideliry, would 
give Sccurity. |
